III KAISER ANGRY. 


His Efforts to Silence Prince Bismarck 
Prove Unsuccessful. 


DUKE ERNEST OF SAXE-COBURG CALLS 
ON THE EX-CHANCEL2LOR. 


The International Jubilee Art Exposition 
and the French Artists—A Confiscation 
Scheme—Prof. Bryce’s Resolution—The 
Labor Movement—Parnell and the Cam- 
paign in Ireland—Foreign. 


Beri, Feb. 18.—It is stated on good 
authority that the Kaiser, desirous of sparing 
the feelings of Bismarck, requested Duke 
Ernest of Saxe-Coburg, atthe time that the 
opera of that Prince was produced in Ham- 
burg, to take the opportunity of visiting Bis- 
marck and remonstrating with him on his 
course in talking over affairs of State and 
attacking the Kaiser and his policy. The 
presence of Duke! Ernest in Ham- 
burg was supposed at the time to 
be connected with the production of 
his opera, and his visit to Bismarck 
attracted no attention. This, however, was 
of the most important character. Duke 
Ernest was a brother of the late Pri nce Al- 
bert, Prince Consort of England, and is, 
therefore, grand-uncletothe Kaiser. He is 
highly respected, both on account of his 
years, being nearly 73 years of age, and his 
personal qualities, and being one of the 
reigning sovereigns of Germany, Bismarck 
could take no offense at his being chosen for 
the Kaiser’s mouthpiece. He is said to have 
requested Bismarck respectfully in behalf, 
not of the Kaiser alone, but of the 
imperial family, not to publish 
to the world secrets of the family 
which became known to him in his confiden- 
tial relations as Chancellor, and also to with- 
hold from discussing affairs of State from the 
standpoint of his special knowledge as 
Chancellor ofthe Empire. Duke Ernest car- 
ried no menace except in so far, he said, that 
the Kaiser feltit a duty, however much it 
might pain him, totake the necessary steps 
to protect the dignity ofthe throne and the 
interests ofthe Empire. Bismarck’s reply is 
not stated, butitis understood not to have 
been satisfactory to the Kaiser. Everybody 
speaks wellofthe Kaiser’s tactin selecting 
for the mission to Bismarck a man as venera- 
ble and eminentas Duke Ernest. 

INTERNATIONAL JUBILEE ART EXHIBITION. 

BERLIN, Feb. 18.—Artists of this city are 
very much interested in the question whether 
the French artists will accept the invitation 
extended to them toexhibit at the Interna- 
tional Jubilee Art Exhibition, to be held in 
Berlin this year. The chance that any French 
artists of eminence, or, indeed, any at all, 
will be there, is thought very slight. They 
¥ have an excellent excuse for staying away, 
as exhibitions will be held about the same 
time in Paris, Munich and Moscow. 

BISMARCK’S PRECAUTIONS, 

PARIS, Feb. 18.—The Figaro to-day makes 
the assertion that Prince Bismarck has dis- 
patched four boxes filled with documents of 
the first importance to London, with a view 
to preventing their incriminuting him in the 
event of his being prosecuted for his political 
utterances. 


Prof. Bryce’s Resolution. 


Loxpox, Feb. 18.—The resolution of Prof, 
Bryce in the House of Commons that every- 
body should have free access to uncultivated 
mountain and moor lands, has created con- 
sternation among the land owners, and es- 
pecially in Scotland, where the moors are let 
for large sums to sportsmen who pay for the 
exclusive use. Prof. Bryce, who has been 
rather liked in society notwithstanding his 
radical views, has been cut off the dinner 
lists of nearly all his former friends among 
the Tories. But the resolution has made him 
immensely popular with the people. 

THE LABOR MOVEMENT. 

LONDON, Feb. 18.—The Government is at 
length aroused over the formidable character 
of the labor movement that has heen gradu- 
ally gaining strength for about a month past 
in the seaport towns. Cardiff to-day is full 
of policemen to prevent strikers from becom- 
ing violent, and troops are held in readiness 
for use should the situation become alarm- 
ing. The Cardiff dockers are desper- 
ate, and avow their determination to drive 
free labor out at any cost. 

MR. VINCENT’S MOTION. 

Loxpox, Feb. 18:—The Standard says: The 
debate on Mr. Vincent's motion in the House 
ot Commons last night will be useful and 
memorable because it elicited Mr. Goschen’s 
views on the relation of such questions to the 
orthodox free trade dogma and the pending 
questions concerning Canada, which gave 
the highest practical interest to the discus- 
sion. 

Commenting on the debate on the New- 
foundland question in the House of Lords, 
the Standard says: Lord Knutsford was no 
doubt bound to show tenderness to the needs 
of Canadian diplomacy; but that tends 
rather to en hance than to diminish the anger 
of the Newfoundlanders. The incident is 
very regretable,and we can only hope thatjthe 
papers promised will restore equanimity.’’

E long farewell look atthe shore of their 
native island they started for their cabin. 
Montelongo went ahead and as he was about 
to enter the cabin he saw through the half 
open door the uniform ofa gendarme anda 
glittering pistol. He immediately turned to 
his companion and shouted: 

We are sold. The police!’’ At this cry 
the police opened fire and a fearful struggle 
began. Perico Rivero fell, riddled by more 
than a dosen bullets, in the corner of the 
nearest cabin. Juan Roja had nothing buta 
murderous dagger, yet with this he 
did some desperate fighting. ‘He 
Was soon overpowered and Killed by. 
the bullets from the revolvers of the police. 
Mrs. Rivero, who was nursing her baby at 
the time the firing began, rushed out of her 
cabin and was severely beaten by one of the 
officers till she dropped to the floor in- 


sensible. 
FINISHING THE SLAUGHTER. 

The gendarmes finally drove the rest of the 
party to the deck and continued their firing, 
. frightening the other passengers and wound- 
ing several. Montelongo and Eulogio Rivero 
dropped over the side of the vessel and 
jumped into a small row and 
compelled the owner of it to row 
for all he was worth. When the 
police saw the attempt toescape they imme- 
dlately sent a shower of bullets into the little 
boatand killed both the bandits. Rivero 
dropped into the sea. The bodies were re- 
covered and taken to the city. Mrs. Rivero, 
who is horribly wounded, is under arrest and 
in the prison hospital. The newspapers are 
bold in the denunciation of this brutal mur- 
derand breach of faith on the-part of the 
Government. The officials, however, say it 
was the surest way of getting rid of a band of 
bold bandits. The lives of all the passen- 
gers on board the ship were endangered, and 
great excitement prevails among them and 
their friends. 


Austrians Alarmed. 


VIENNA, Feb. 18.—Austrians are considera- 
bly alarmed by the Hungarian movement to 
annul the customs union between two great 
sections ofthe empire. While the new Hun- 
garian goods tariff, imposing differential du - 
ties, is the apparent cause of contention, the 
real aim of the agitators in Hungary seems to 
be to dissolve as far as possible the Austrian 
connection. The movement is supported 
with great enthusiasm in Hungary. 


A French Scheme of Confiscation. 
PARIS, Feb. 18.—A remarkable scheme of 
confiscation for the public benefit is before 
the Chamber of Deputies. The bill substan- 
tially proposes that unless a deceased person 
has direct heirsthe property shall goto the 
State: that is, collateral heirs are to be cut 
off. The property isto be used for the ex- 
tinction of pauperism and the public debt. 

The measure has no chance of adoption. 


The Irish Party Troubles. 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—Mr. Parnell has informed 
his associates that he has not arranged for 
any further meeting of his supporters prior 
to his campaign in Ireland, and that he does 
not intend to issue a manifesto, reserving the 
expression of his views for the meetings in 
Ireland. Several of Mr. McCarthy’s follow 
ers are about to start for Ireland for the pur- 
pose of making speeches at different points 
throughout the country. 


Foreign News in Brief. 


The steamer Australia brought from Hono- 
lulu further details of the preparations for 
King Kalakaua’s funeral. The Dowager Queen 
Ka pioloni does not leave the coffin, but at night 
sleeps under it. The new Queen an- 
nounced that she will not interfere in.poli-

FUNERAL OF HENRY d. SOULARD. 


Solemn High Mass at St. Vincent’s Church 
—Large Attendance of Old Citizens. 


The funeral of Henry G. Soulard, who died 
last Monday at the advanced age of 90 years, 
took place this morning from the Church of 
St. Vincent de Paul, on South Ninth street 
near Park avenue, to Calvary Cemetery.

The Votes Cast for “Farmer Streeter” 
by the Republicans. 


ON THE 108TH BALLOT THE F. M. B. A. 
MA GETS NINETY VOTES. 


Palmer Holding His 101 Solidly—Frantic 
Efforts of the Republican Steering Com- 
mittee to Carry Out the Bargain With 
the F. M. B. A. Memberse—Latest From 
the Great Contest. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 18.—The adjourn- 
ment of the Illinois Legislature at noon yes- 
terday following the casting of the 10ist bal - 
lot for Senator without any definite result 
save a gain of four votes for Streeter, has left 
the Republicans with another split in their 
ranks. The attempt to bring the Republican 
side into line for Streeter was the cause of 
the split as shown by yesterday’s voting. 
The action of Dr. Moore ofthe ‘‘Big Three’’ 
in switching off from Streeter and casting his 
vote for John P. stelle surprised his colleagues 
as much as it did the Republicans, as they 
claim that there was an understanding that 
the three were to vote solid for Streeter. Re- 
publicans are bitter ove the failure to secure 
a fusion with the F. M. B. A.owing to Moore’s 
action, andthe F. M. B. A, also criticises 
Moore’s course very severely. He has re- 
ceived many letters condemning his action, 
among which was the following from 
R. H. Vanderhoof, a prominent stock-raiser 
and farmer of Newton, the home of Rev. 8.D. 
Reeder, rejected by the ‘‘Big Three’’ as a 
compromise candidate in the present fight: 

NEWTON, ILL., Feb. 16, 1891. 
Hon. F. H. Moore, Springfield, Iu. : 

Daa Stn—Some time ago I wrote you concerning 
the senatorial contest, and in behalf of Rev. J. D. 
Reeder, and you treated me with silent contempt. I 
have been watching the contest closely, and was 
surprised beyond expression when you and Mr.Cock- 
rell dropped your candidate and the Repub- 
lican members submitted the name of Bro. 
Reeder, that you refused to vote for 
him. Either Bro. Reeder or Mr. Streeter 
could have been elected last week had you and Mr. 
Cockrell done as you said all the time you would do— 
stand by your constituents. You are perfectly aware 
that every vote you received last fall came from those 
who also voted for Reeder, and do you suppose that 
one single voter would object to Bro. Reeder for Sen- 
ator? Notoneof your supporters were in favor of 
Palmer. If they had been they would have voted the 
Democratic ticket. But actions speak louder than 
Words, and sometimes words portray more than ac- 
tions. As the editor of the Progressive Farmer said 
last week, editorially: 

The F. M. B. A. members should withdraw from 
the contest this week, and let the two old parties 
fight it out, and such action on their part would be 
commended by all good people.’’ That isnot true 
and the editor well knew it when hesaid so. He 
well knew too, that sucha withdrawal would elect 
Palmer. It shows to all sensible people that Stelle 
knew, too, what he was talking about, as he had 
just returned from Springfield. Buthe wasa little 
anxious. He forgot all about H. E. Taubeneck, and 
if Palmer is elected you or Cockrell one will have 
to vote for him, or perhaps both, Your withdrawl 
won’t do this work.

The Republicans held a joint caucus last 
night with closed doors, at which the advis- 
ability of supporting Streeter was discussed. 
Senators Brown, Evans, Crawford and 
Horner opposed Streeter flercely, but nearly 
all the rest fell in une for him. A committee 
representing the ‘‘Big Three,’’ headed -by 
George Bloomington, appeared in 
the room at 10 o’clocKk and conferred with 
Chairman Fuller. They informed the chatr - 
man that the F. M. B. A. had unanimously 
agreed to support Streeter, and the Repub- 
lican caucus agreed then to do the same. 

The Big Three also held a conference with 
F. M. B. A. men in Mr. Taubeneck’s rooms, 
among those present being A, J. Streeter, 
Mr. Maxwell of Crawford County, Rev. J. D. 
Reeder of Newton, Judge Dill of Belleville, 
George Griggs of Bloomington, Mr. Blair of 
Jefferson County and Wm. Hollenbeck of 
Clark County. It was agreed that the F. M. 
B. A. should stand by Streeter until he was 
elected or his election shown to be impossible. 
Dr. Moore consented unwillingly to vote for 
Streeter. 

TO-DAY’S JOINT SESSION. 

The bargain made last night between the 
Republican caucus and the F. M. B. A. mem- 
bers does not seem to ruffle the spirits of the 
Democrats in the least and all wagers 
offered against Palmer were promptly 
taken. The House was again densely 
packed with visitors to witness the election, 
the Republicans declaring that the recalcit- 
rants should be whipped in. The latter 
proposition of the Republicans utterly failed, 
however, and onthe first vote, the second 
since the first day’s balloting, they showed 
their insubordination by voting for 
five different candidates: Streeter, 78; 
Oglesby, 17; Lindly, 3; Hon. David 
Hunter, 4, and Judge Longenecker 
of Chicago, 1. Streeter had gained three votes 
over night. Gen. Palmer steadily held his 
101. On the 103d vote Streeter barely held his 
own, and in scattering the vote still further 
Judge Gresham gottwo. The 105th vote re- 
sulted: Palmer, 101; Streeter, 89; Oglesby, 
18; Lindly, 1.

planation. The accounts and the vouchers 
did not appear to tally, and it was charged 
that the accounts been loosely kept. 
During the discussion Over the matter friends 
of the parties principally concerned have 
called each other had names; When it was 
renewed at the Denver conventiog a com- 
mittee was appointed to make a thorough 
overhauling of the books. It was expected 
that the committee would begin its work last 
month, but the members were detained by 
other business and there havé been several 
postponements. ‘Speaking of the work of the 
committee and what it was expected to ac- 
complish, Mr. Drury said: he committee 
is unbiased; every man on it is independent. 
General Secretary and Treasurer Hayes is out 
of the city and ag he was to assist the com- 
mittee in their investigation, nothing has yet 
been done. The committee arrived on Mon- 
day and expected to goto work on the books 
rightaway. No one seems to know where 
Mr. Hayes is. He was expected at the hotel 
on Saturday. When he left here he said he 
was going South.’’ 

The only accurate statement that has been 
made about the books is the quotation that 
was made from Secretary Hayes’ annual re- 
port. The committee was selected with the 
intention of getting men who knew nothing 
about the trouble. None of them, therefore, 
can give any information on the subject.

| TROUBLE AHEAD. 


‘MEANING OF THE DEAL OF THE LACLEDE 


— — 


Strong Indications That There Is to Be 
Another Gas Fight. 


AND MUNICIPAL COMPANIES. 


The New Company Which Has Applied to 
the Assembly for a Franchise to Lay 
Mains and Furnish Gas at 90 Cents / 
Shows That It Means Business—Oity 
Hall Matters. 


The negotiations now being carried on doe - 
tween the Laclede Gas Co. and the Municipal 
Electric Light Co. have led to the belief that 
one of the primary objects of the consolida- 
tion is to get the city in a position where a 
higher price can be demanded for the 
city lights. 

There isa ten-year contract between the 
city and the Municipal company at $74.9 per 
light a year, which price has been found un- 
profitable to the company. The contract isa 
strong one, and there is but one 
way to escape from it, and that 
is to break it. In the event 
of the company’s violating the contract the 
bond would be forfeited, but as that only 
amounts to $50,000 it would be a profitable 
sacrifice if better prices could be obtained on 
a new contract. 

With the present contracts forfeited the 
city would be compelled to call for bids for 
the work. There would be one bidder and 
that the Laclede company. The terms 
might not suit the city. In that case they 
could temporarilly revert to gas which the 
Laclede company could furnish at its own 
terms. 

With the Laclede company in control of the 
lighting business of the city it would be an 
easy matter to handle the thing in a way 
which would not leave the company a loser. 

At $90 or $100 a lamp the company coulda in- 
crease its revenue $30,000 or $50,000 and in 
about a year make up the amount of the for- 
feited bonds. 

City Counselor Bell was asked this morning: 
‘*Will the absorbing of the Municipal com- 
pany by the Laclede have any effect on the 
city lighting contracts?“ 

None whatever, he replied. ‘*The con- 
tracts are very strong and it would make no 
difference. Wewould not recognize any one 
but the Municipal Co., unless an ordinance 
was secured for a transfer, as was done in the 
case of Mr. Sutter.’’ 

What would happen if they laid down on 
their contracts?’’ 

They won't do that. The city is all safe 
and I don’t anticipate any trouble. 

President Burnet of the board was rather 
inclined to take a cheerful view of the situa- 
tion. He said: ‘‘I think those people will go 
right along as they are doing; they can make 
a small profit out of what they have now, and 
I don’t believe that they intend going back 
on the existing arrangements.’’ 

MR. CAMPBELL INTERVIEWED. 

Mr. James Campbell was seen at his office 
and asked: 

Has the Municipal Lighting Co.’s deal 
with the Laclede gone through yet?’’ 

No, not yet. 

How long will it be before a settlement is 
arrived at?’’ | 

That Ican’t say. The affair has been on 
since last June. I have been a sort of marl- 
plot in the transaction, as the Lacleue Co. is 
not inclined to give up as much as I think is 
right.’’ 

In the event the Municipal company is 
taken in what effect will it have on the city 
contracts?’’ 

Not any that I see. It would be continued 
as the Municipal company. 

Could they go back on the contract 
and get new prices on the work?’’ 

Well, I don't know about that. Suppose 
the city was to pay $150 a light; with a con- 
tract like that don’t you think they would 
break it or try to find some way out of it?“ 

But if there comes a reletting of the con- 
tracts there will be the competition of the 
Missouri company to bid against?’’ 

No, replied Mr. Campbell, the Laclede 
company practically controls the Missouri 
company.’’ 

„What would be a reasonable rate for city 
lights?’’ 

I think about $90 is a fair price.’’ 

Are they making money at the present 
rate?’’ 

don't see how they can, very well, but 
they have about 1,200 Commercial lights which 
help out a great deal. ' 

Mr. Campbell would not state positively 
what the plans were, but discussed the pos - 
sibilities of the situation very freely. 

BOUGHT OUT SUTTER. 

Bearing directly upon the situation there 
developed to-day an arrangement which may 
mar in a measure the Laclede company’s 
plans. 

There was a deal carried through to-day be- 
tween Mr. Charles Sutter of thé Subway Co.

In additionto this meat 
markets will be opened. The prospectus of 
the company will be issued ina few days.

Preparations are being made at the Arsenal 
for sheltering about one thousand soldiers 
who are tocome here from the West to par- 
ticipate in the obsequies of Gen. Sherman. 
They will camp. euten the Arsenal grounds 
and it will be the largest encampment of 
United States troops here since the war closed. 
Maj. Forsythe, wno is in charge of the 
Arsenal, was busy this morning superintend- 
ing the erection ofa half dozen tents to ac- 
commodate two companies of infantry, num- 
bering about 100 men, who arrived from Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., at 8 o’clock this after- 
noon. These companies were expected to 
reach here this morning, but were delayed. 
They came on in advance of the remainder of 
thesroops to prepare camp for the others. 
The cavalry, infantry and artillery will all be 
represented in the troops that will be en- 
camped at the Arsenal. Rows of tents will be 
extended up and down the Arsenal grounds, 
running parallel with Second street. Sibley 
tents will be used altogether, as they are best 
suited for winter, being large and roomy 
with space for a stove. The tents are circular, 
with a center pole, which has three tron 
prongs spread out in a triangular shape at the 
bottom. The canvas is held down by 
means of small wooden pegs and 
a canvas cap fits over the open space at the 
top of the tent. A tent 1s 16 feet in diameter 
and will accommodate twenty infantrymen 
or seventeen cavalrymen, the latter having 
more equipmentsand consequently needing 
more room. At the center of the row of 
tents and running east from it at right angles 
will be erected the officers’ tents. The cav- 
alry horses will be stationed along the north 
side wallofthe Arsenal grounds. They will 
be kept in position by means of pickets 
which the troops will bring along with 
them. Second street will be closed by per- 
mission of the city authorities and the artil- 
lery will be placed there. There will be no 
shelter provided for the horses, they having 
to stand out and endure exposure to the 
weather. It was found impossible to accom- 
modate the troops at the Arsenal, as they 
could not build fires there except at great 
danger of destroying the structures. Nearly 
all the @men who are coming here 
have been at Wounded Knee and as 
the winters are very vigorous up there it 18 
expected that they will not suffer much from 
camping out here. | 

The troops which will be nerd will come 
from Fort Leavenworth, Kan., Ft. Riley, 
Kan.,and Ft. Reno, I. T. They will arrive 
to-morrow and Friday. Besides the two 
companies of infantry of about 100 men who 
arrived here to-day from Ft. Leavenworth 
a second detachment of about 28 soldiers 
will be sent from the same fort. 
coaches and a baggage car were used in 
transporting the companies which got in to- 
day over the Missouri Pacific and that road 
willfurnish six coaches, one sleeper, two 
baggage cars, four stock carsand four flat 
cars for the second detachment of troops, the 
seventeen cars being runasa special train.

THE REGULAR TROOPS.

Company E, Twelfth infantry, and Company 
F, Thirteenth infantry ,under the command of 
Capt. Hugh G. Brown, arrived in the city at 
8 o’clock this afternoon. The force consist of 
six officers and ninty-six men. Faur troops 
of the Seventh Cavalry anda Battery of Ar- 
tillery left fort Riley, Kan., at1lo’clock this 
afternoon, with sixteen officers, 280 
men, and 290 horses. The artll- 
lery force consists of nine officers, 
III men and 116 horses. Col. Forsythe will 
command the cavalry and Capt. Williston the 
artillery.

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ASSISTANT v. 8. ATTORNEY CAHOON IN 
THE STATE CIRCUIT COURT. 


Mrs. Johanna Praeger Elsner Defeated on 
the Second Trial of Her Suit Against 
the K. & L. of H.—Women’s Homeo- 
pathio Hospital Inoorporated. 


Medford H. Cahoon, Assistant United States 
District Attorney, is defendant in a suit on 
trial to-day in Division No. 1 of the Oircuit 
Court. Wm. Koopman is the plaintiff. 
Koopman’s brother Henry married a widow, 
Mrs. Doesseggle. She owned some property 
on Salisbury street. After her death her son, 
by her first husband, gave his step- 
father a deed to the property and 
afterward, alleging undue influence 
and lack of consideration sued his step-father 
to recover the title to the property. Young 
Doesseggle obtained 3 t. Then the 
Koopmans, Henry and William employed 
Cahoon to secure thé property for Henry, as 
he had expended a large sum of money on it 
and had a business there. Cahoon advised 
the purchase of Doesseggle’s interest, and as 
the latter would not sell to the Koopmans, 
Cahoon had Henry ‘Ehlert, special 
Deputy Marshal attached to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, undertake ne- 
gotiations for purchase for himself. 
Ehlert reported that he had arrived at an 
understanding with Doesseggle, who would 
sell for $1,500 ($200 as earnest money) cash, 
and the purchaser to assume a mortgage 
then on the property. This mortgage was 
then stated to de $1,800, but subsequently 
another deed of trust was put on the prop- 
erty, bringing the indebtedness up to $2,500. 
Wm. Koopman put up the $200, giving a 
check to Ehlert for that amount. 
Subsequently, for reasons about which 
the dispute between the parties arise 
the deal was declared off. Koopman de- 
manded of Cahoon the $200 he paid Ehlert, 
and failing to get it sued, Cahoon and Ehlert 
claim that Doesseggle entered into a con- 
tract to sell and the latter denies that he did 
80. 


Robert Boyle’s Will Contested. 


In the case of Samuel Boyle against Arch- 
bishop Kenrick, st. Louis Hospital Associa- 
tion, St. Vincent de Paul 80 · 
clety, Little Sisters of the Poor 
and others, an amended petition 
has been filed in the Circuit Court. The 
plaintiff is the only child of Richard Boyle, 
who died Aug. 18, 1889. His father bequeathed 
all of his property, amounting to be- 
tween $35,000 and $40,000, save $500 given 
his onlychild, to the institutions and associa- 
tions named. The son charges that in mak- 
ing this will his father was improperly 
influenced, that he was 66 years old, 
weak in mind and rapidly failing 
health. He was an inmate of the St. Louis 
Hospital, ‘‘where he was surrounded by the 
atmosphere, forms and influences of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church.“ It is charged that Rob- 
ert Boyle ‘‘was made to believe and think 
that he was doing God's will and securing for 
himself the certain reward of eternal happi- 
nessin the .future life.’’ Alsothat the de- 
fendants placed onthe walland tables of 
the room where he lay sick many emblems, 
figures, forms, statues and pictures symbol- 
izing the doctrines, forms and ceremonies of 
the Roman Catholic Church; that the 
chapel of the hospital was so near the 
same that the bell which invited to 
prayer and to other services, the church 
organ and church hymns, chants, anthems 
and songs therein sung were all within the 
hearing of the said Robert Boyle, 
and said bells were rung and 
said hymns, chants, anthems and songs were 
sung for the purpose, and with the design of 
obtaining a controlling influence over him 
and thereby procu the execution of 
said paper purportiiig to be his last 
will.’’ It is charged that Boyle was told he 
held his estate in trust for the promotion of 
the Christian religion, and that he would 
offend God if he should die without disposing 
of it so as to promote the good of the Roman 
Catholic Churchand the several institutions 
thereof. 

The petition, Which was filed by Stark & 
McEntire, is quite long, and in it the above 
charges are much amplified in legal phrase- 
ology. 


Claims Damages for an Assault. 


Mrs. Mary Slezack sued Charles Klika for 
$2,400 damages for assault and was given 1 
cent damages by a jury in Division No. 1 of 
the Circuit Court. Klika was her 
landiord at 1413 Pickett street. He 18 
a Bohemian with no knowledge of 
English and is 76 years old. She charged that 
he beat and kicked her while she wasin a 
delicate condition, because she complained 
to the police of the bad condition 
of a well on the premises. He 
denied the assault and claimed that 
Mrs. Slezack did the assaulting, and that she 
knocked his three last teeth down his 
throat.

STATE LEGISLATURES. 


LiTTLe Rock, Ark., Feb. 18.—4 number of 
planters are in the oity this morning donsuit 
ing leading members of the House of Repro: 
sentatives and asking them to go slow in 
their action on the Tillman separate coach 
bill. Within the past two weeks about 300 
colored families have left Pulaski and Lonoke 
Counties for Oklahoma. Ten families from 
St. Francis have taken their departure for 
the same place and four families have left 
Conway County for Liberia. In Jefferson 
County forty families have organized and’ 
pooled their finances and will start for Okla- 
homa as soon as they receive information of 
the Governor’s approval of the separate 
coach bill. The colored people are very 
restless on account ofthe pending measure, 
many of them refusing to enter into contracts 
with planters for the coming season until the 
fate of the bill is decided. 

A strong effort will be made in a few days 
to repeal or modify the present law in regard

He stated 
that the latter when he bought the Jefferson 
County plantation went tothe Treasurer’s 
office and came back with the cash in a 
satchel. Godbold told him that he borrowed 
the money in St. Louis. Johnson sald that at 
one of the meetings of the bondsmen he heard 
that Woodruff had turned over property 
worth from $60,000 to 3880, 000 to secure his 
bondsmen. J. R. Miller, another bondsmen, 
testified to the same facts. O. T. Walker, 
cashier at present of the First National Bank, 
testified that Woodruff, while Treasurer, and 
himself, had financial transactions which ran 
up in the thousands. Woodruff used 
the State’s money in private transactions. 
J. H. McCarthy said Woodruff turned over 
some $26,500 and that Godbold paid up $23 ,000. 
Godbold then testified that he borrowed

‘SENATOR SPARK’S MEASURE TO INSURE 
PURITY IN POLITICAL ELECTIONS. 


A New Cigarette Bill Introduced in the 
Senate and House—Report ofthe Spec- 
ial Committee on the St. Louis Insane 
Asylum—Doings of the Missouri ‘Legis- 
lature. 


JEFFERSON Crrr, Mo., Feb. 18.—Senator 
Stone’s bill adding the Judge of the Court of 
Criminal Correction to the board that chooses 
the Jury Commissioner in cities of 
over 100,000 inhabitants, was taken up 
and passed by the Senate this 
morning. Senator Stone made a short 
talk explaining it and although the Repub - 
licans voted against the bill there was no 
fight uponit. The Senate also passed Sena- 
tor Newberry’s bill to regulate the charges of 
express companies. The bill makes express 
companies common carriers and places them 
under the control of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners. 

Senator Espenchied introduced a 
bill to prohibit the sale of cigarettes and 
Parker introduced the same bill in the House. 

Senator Miller presented a petition for the 
passage of a bill to prevent the sale 
of liquor. The Senate 
House bill making it a felony to ‘pub- 
lish scandalous newspapers. The bill 
is aimed against the Kansas City Sunday Sun, 
a publication whose lurid rays have, during 
the past year, been causing many bonfires. 

Senator Sparks this morning introduced an 
fron-clad bill to insure purity in elec- 
tions. It makes the man who gives 
a bribe guilty of a felony 
and liable to imprisonment inthe pen! ten- 
tiary for from one to five years. It also pro- 
vides that no candidate shall spend more than 

-$100 in running for an office for which only 5,000 
voters are entitled to vote. It allows him to 
squander $2 for each additional hundred 
up to 10,000, when he must cut his campaign 
expenses down to $1 a hundred addition up to 
25,000 and after that at 50 cents a hundred. It 
also requires him to give in a sworn state- 
ment after election of the money he spent 
and what went with it. 

The special committee appointed to investi- 
gate the St. Louis Insane Asylum reported to 
the House this morning. The following is the 
substance of the report: , 

Your committee in: pected the buildings thorough- 
Iv and made a careful investigation as to the con- 
ditions of the buildings and inmates. 
We found every ward scrupulously 
clean, the patients comfortably clothed, kindly cared 
for and well, but economically fed. The wards are, 
however, overcrowded, and it is necessary to make 
beds on the floor at night to accommodate 
the patients, and in some instances as 
many as sixteen occupy one sleeping apartment. No 
separate wards are provided for the colored patients 
and white and colored live, eat and sleep together. 
In the Insane Asylum proper 532 patients are 
crowded in wards intended for but little over 
half that number, while 493 are cared for 
in the Annex or Poor-house, making a total of 1,025 
insane kept at the expense of the city. We made 
diligent inquiry to determine if this appropriation 
‘was warranted and found that over 50 per cent of 
the entire number here cared for could not 
be located as residents of the city. None 
but the indigent insane are admitted to the asylum 
and they are of two classes. First, the indigent in- 
sane residents of the city who were sent to the asy- 
um after it being shown to the  satisfac- 
tion of the authorities that the patient 
has no estate from which to pay 
for treatment at a private asylum; the other, and by 
far the greater in number, are parties picked up on 
the streets by the police on account of their insanity 
and taken tothe ‘‘holid-over’’ pending an investi- 
gation of their case. In such cases the health 
officer is notified and the suspect examined by the 
City Physician. If found to be insane, and nothing 
can be learned as to the residence of the party, he 
necessarily becomes a charge on the city and is 
promptly sent to the asylum for treatment. 
It is well known that all railroad centers become the 
dumping-ground for the floating indigent population 
and all that smaller towns will do for such is to pro- 
vide them with transportation to the larger centers. 
Diligent investigation is made by the police to 
locate each patient thus pieked up in the 
city, but the fact remains that in the case of over 50 
per cent of the patients in this asylum they have 
never been able to locate their proper residence or 
establish the fact that they are proper 
charges on the city. It is estimated that 
it will cost $288,000 to properly maintain the insane 
of the city for the next two years. and we recommend 


that an 9 equal to one-third that amount, 
or $96, be made therefor. 


THE HOUSE. 

Mr. Hendrickson introduced another of his 
radical railroad bills in the House to day. 
The bill provides for a board to assess the ac- 
tual value of railroad property in the State, 
and that the roads shall be taxed upon this 
valuation and that their charges 
shall be so regulated that they 
cannot make more than 6 per cent a year on 
the valuation. It also provides that all stock 
and bond issues shall be void, inasmuch as 
they exceed the assessed valuation of the 
road. 

The House this morning passed the bill 
providing forthe weekly payment of wages 
and alsoa bill prohibiting chattel mortgage 
fiends from charging more than 10 per centa 


ear. 

The House Committee to investigate En- 
grossing Clerk Jones cannot, after several 
star chamber sessions, agree upon a report. 
It is undecided whether or not to make pub- 
lic the evidence, which is to the effect that 
certain men on Jones’ force attempted to 
obtain money under the claim that 
it would be used for the purchase 
of votes for a certain bill. They placed 
the price at which they could buy a vote at 
and offered to furnish fifty at that rate. If 
the committee does not make public this evi- 
dence this afternoon, Parker of St. Louis will 
introduce a resolution demanding that the 
committee report to the House. 

STONE’S BILL, . 

Most men come to the Legislature with the 
definite intention of having a good time and 
a vague idea of serving the State by a ju- 
dicious exercise of superlative judgment. A 
few come to the Legislature to do certain 
things. Senator Stone is of the latter class. 
Senator Stone is a very happy man 
to-day; he has lost a good 
deal of sleep over his under- 
ground wire bill and now that it has passed 
to engrossment he is confident that it will 
pass. He is not alone inthis opinion, for 
other Senators express their belief that it 
will go through . thstanding the opposi- 
tion lead by Se McGinnis. The latter is

The new bill 
will make it a misdemeanor to sell a cigarette 
in the State—not only to a boy under 17 years, 
but to anyone, without regard to age, sex, 
tenure of office or previous condition of servi- 
tude. Parker has received much support 
from anti-cigarette organizations all over the

THE ST. LOUIS INSANE ASYLUM. 

The special committee that visited the St, 
Louis Insane Asylum will this evening report 
to the standing committee on appropriations 
in favor of an appropriation of $96,000, about 
what was asked for, and there is no doubt but 
that the Appropriations Committee will take 
these figures. 

BOILER INSPECTION. 

Boiler Inspector McOlelian of St. Louis 
is dere looking after the Par- 
ker boiler inspection bill, of 
which he is the father. This bill does not in 
its provision include St. Louis or Kansas Oity, 
which have satisfactory boiler inspection. 
There are several other boiler inspection 
bills before the two houses, but it is very 
doubtful if any of them will be passed, 
as the farmers seem to think 
that things are getting on well 
enough as it is, and they are constitutionally 
opposed to creating a new office of any kind. 
„All the boilers Icondemn in St. Louis, re- 
marked Mr. McClellan, ‘‘are shipped right 
back into the State, andsold. There is no 
way it can be stopped, except by a State law, 
and it is a matter which the State should at- 
tend to.’’ 

FISH AND GAME PROTECTION. 

All the sportsmen of the State are inter- 
estedin the fish and game protection bills 
that are pending in the two Houses. The 
Senate has passed a bill to re-enact the old 
fish law which prohibited seining, and the 
House has ordered to engrossment the Coots 
fish bill which does the same thing. 
The Hawkins game law has received a favor- 
able report in the House and seems !likely to 
pass. The bill provides that game shall not 
be killed in the following seasons: Wild tur- 
key, between March 1 and Sept. 15; prairie 
chicken, between the ist day of 
February and the 15th day of August; quail 
and pheasants, between the 15th day of Feb- 
ruary and the ist day of October; woodcock, 
between the 10th of January and the ist of 
July, and wild ducks and geese between the 
ist day of April and the ist of September. It 
also makes ita misdemeanor to trap or net 
prairie chickens or quail at any time. 

RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 

The House Committee on Internal Improve- 
ments met last evening, and, as usual, did 
nothing. The committee has made a reputa- 
tion in this line that will last much longer 
than the committee, and the other members 
are growling and grumbling until their 
whiskers curl. The only way to get a 
report on a railroad bill is to get a resolution 
passed demanding a report. Hendrickson 
introduceda resolution requiring the com- 
mittee to report on his freight bill last Sat- 
urday, and was laid over until yesterday. 
Yesterday it passed and then Hendrickson 
discovered that it gave the committee until 
next Tuesday to report. 


Winter Wheat in Kansas. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 18.—Secretary Mohler 
of the State Board of Agriculture has received 
exceedingly encouraging reports of the con- 
dition of winter wheat. In fact, he says that 
it looks much better now than it has at any 
season for several years. The weather has 
been favorable, the ground is well supplied 
with moisture and the threatened damage 
from the Hessian fly has beenaverted. Mr. 
Mohler says that these excellent conditions 
are not peculiar to any particular part of the 
State, but that they are general. From pres- 
ent indications there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the crop of Kansas for 1891 will be 
an unusually large one. '

GRAETER’S INSANE MURDER 
OF TWO MEN. 


JOHN W. 


He Shoots Down a New York Drummer 
and a St. Louis Pullman Conductor at 
Bald Knob, Ark., Without Pro voca- 
tion—A Frightful Scene. 


BALD Nos, Ark., Feb. 18.—John W. 
Graeter of Vincennes, Ind., a man either ab- 
solutely insane or suffering under some awful 
mental strain which for the time being de- 
stroyed his reason, killed the conductor and a 
passenger on train 583 of the Iron Mountain 
road at this place yesterday in amost cold- 


‘blooded way. The scene of the double 


tragedy wasthe parlor car attached tothe 
train, and the occurrence was shocking and 


sensational to an unusual degree. The shoot- } 


ing took place at noon, justasthe train was 
pulling out from here,after taking passengers 
for the South from the Memphis train. 
Graeter had already acted in such a way as to 
cause Conductor E. W. Leach to suspect tnat 
he was insane and to anticipate trouble with 
him. Besides Graeter there were three per- 
sons in the ca Mr. Isadore Meier, traveling 
salesman for the cigar factory of Foster, 
Hilson & Co., Thirty-ninth street, New York; 
E. W. Leach, the conductor, whose home is 
in St. Louis, anda lady whose name was not 
learned.

IT WILL NOT REACH A PRELIMINARY 
HEARING TO-MORROW.

The Vail Trial Prevents Counsel Attend- 
ing the Hearing and a Second Postpone- 
ment Will Be Taken—Witnesses Sum- 
moned To-Day. 


The adjourned preliminary hearing of 
George W. Dashman and Mrs. Louise Hotson 
in the Laura Fitts case, set for to-morrow at 
10 o’clock, is destined to a second postpone- 
ment. The prosecution andthe defense are 
both ready as far as the evidence to be sub- 
mitted in the case is concerned, but the fact 
that Gov. Charles P. Johnson, engaged by 
unknown friends of the Fitts’ family 
to lead the prosecution, and Marshall Mc- 
Donald, engaged as the attorney of Mrs. Hot- 
son, are at present grappling in deadly con- 
flictin the Vail case, renders it impossible 
for the Laura Fitts case to come to an imme- 
diate hearing. A consultation of the lawyers 
in the latter case has already been held, and 
although the defense announces itself ready 
and anxious for trial the postponement will 
undoubtedly be consented toas a matter of 
courtesy. The postponement will probably 
be made some day near the close of 
next week, andinthe meantime the search 
for new evidence and for further develop- 
ments in the mystery of Laura Fitts’ death 
will be continued with unbating vigor. 

WITNESSES SUBPG@:NAED TO-DAY. 

Despite the fact of the certain postpone- 
ment of the hearing, steps were taken to-day 
to secure the presence ofall witnesses in the 
Court of Criminal Correction to-morrow. This 
morning subpoenas for between forty and 
fifty witnesses were given over to deputy 
sheriffs to be served, andthe day will be 
spent in looking up those witnesses.

Miss Lizzie McAtee’s Story of Her Cous- 
in's Shooting. 


AR YOUNG LADY KEPT on THE STAND 
_ NEARLY THE WHOLE DAY. 


She Gives Testimony Which Is Considered 
Damaging to the Defendant—Vail’s Cool 
and Indifferent Manner After His Wife 
Had Received Her Death Wound—Mrs, 
Vail’s Declarations. 


Fast upon the heels of one another sensa- 
tion follows sensation in the now celebrated 
murder case of the State against Charles F. 
Vail and though the wrath of the attorneys 
overflows and floods the court-room now and 
then with volumes of excited argument, be- 
neath it all are startling revelations. 

If the plan ‘of the of the defense carries rep- 
utations will fall like leaves in autumn and 
amidst the wreck will stand unspotted 
Charles F. Vail alone. One day of testimony 
was sufficient to showthe course ofthe de- 
fense, As witness after witness takes the 
stand the attempt wiil be made to show that 
an innocent man has been surrounded bya 
gauzy network of circumstantial evidence, 
through the instrumentality of per- 
jured witnesses, actuated by the. most 
abominable motives. How far this 
defense will succeed is a question 
that involves Vail’s lite. There are reputa- 
tions untarnished now, but the boldness of 
the defense dares attack them all, and the 
startling close of yesterday’s proceedings is 
enough to show what daring methods will be 
persued. Mr. T. J. McAtee had been e 
ined, then cross-examined. The defense had 
found in his testimony some statements con- 
fiicting with those he had made at the pre- 
liminary examination at St. Charles.

The examination of the coat, he 
said, changed his mind. At St. Charles he 
said that the conversation occurred after he 
examined the overcoat and here 
he said that it occured before. 
The time of that conversation with 
relation to the examination of the coat was 
important inasmuch as it was made a cri- 
terion of the accuracy of Mr. McAtee’s testi- 
mony. The differences were pointed out and 
Mr. McAtee frankly admitted that his state- 
ments conflicted, and said that he must have 
been mistaken at St. Charles for he was sure 
he was right here. Still the cross-examina- 
tion was mild,the redirect was quiet. But 
when the re-cross began the bitterest feeling 
that has yet been shown was manifested and 
the defense practically disclosed its policy.

If Vail could be led to crime, as the 
prosecution charged, by insurance money, 
why might not Mr. McAtee be influenced by 
financial straits and the possibility of relief 
to testify against the defendant? 

M’DONALD BECOMES EXCITED. 

Mr. Mudda laughed at this moment and Mr.

Vail sits through it all, dalm, composed As 
anyone present. There 15 a heeling among 
those who attend that he deserves and ought 
tohave a fair trial, but everyone believes 
that the circumstances of the case, at least, 
justify a judicial inquiry into manner of 
Mrs. Vail’s death and so there in no abun- 
dance of sympathy for him, But just behind 
him sits a motherly-looking old lady, with 
silver-gray hair and gold-rimmed spectacles: 
a quiet sweet-faced old woman, o could 
not do harm to anyone. With a face full of 
expectancy, she eyes her son’s attorney as he 
battles for her son’s life, and there is an 
expression of sadness as her moist 
eyes turn to the counsel for the State, 
then again to the Court and back from one to 
the other as each speaks. Her lock is intent, 
her interest deepas her heart. Guilty may 
be the verdict, perhaps, or innocent, maybe; 
Vail may be condemned or he may be exoner- 
ated.

Gov. Johnson then said that he propose d to 
show, in rebuttal tothe natural presumption 
of the relations between the husband and 
wife, that Vail was cold hd indifferent 
to his wife; that he did not visit 
her except at intervals; did not live 
with her; that he purposely secreted 
the fact of their marriage and grew angry 
when her brother published the fact, six 
months after the marriage had occurred. He 
proposed to show that the wife had declared 
the danger of her life. Gov. Johnson said he 
knew that this question had been discussed 
pro and con in all States, but the tendency of 
all law givers was towards a more generous 
and humane construction of the law, for the 
benefit and protection of the wife,and he 
said he had authorities to present on which 
he could stand. 

Mr. McDonald said that he thought it was 
not necessary for him to argue the question. 
Even ifthe wife had sworn out a warrant 
against him for assault and battery that war- 
rant could not be introduced, and the prop- 
osition to introduce declarations of the wife 
against the husband was too ridiculous to 
need argument. 

The Court in ruling made a lengthy address 
and in conclusion said that the Supreme 
Court had held that declarations of the 
wife as to her relations with the 
husband, not even made in the 
presence of the husband, were admissable.

Sinking of the Sherlook. 


CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 18.—One of the most 
exciting river catastrophes in years on the 
Ohio River occurred last evening at this 
place, when the steamer Sherlock struck a 
pier of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Bridge and went to pieces, 
The steamer had thirty-five passengers 
and some fifty in the crew. Two of the pas- 
sengers are known to have been lost, and 
later returns may increase the number, It is 
not known how many of the crew escaped, 
A number were seen after the collision float» 
ing down stream on pieces of wreckage. 
The boat left her pier at 7 o'clock 
and proceeded to make a trip to New Orleans 
preparatory to tyingup untilspring. Capt. 
Melntyre was in charge. The river was high 
and the wind and current were unfavorable, 
When the boat neared the big O. & O. 
bridge the passengers all stepped out 
on the decks to seehow close the stacks 
would come to the bridge. It was then that 
the boat got beyond the control of the 
crew and ina few seconds it was thrown 
violently against the stone pier of the bridge 
onthe Kentucky side of the stream. The 
crash was a resounding one. The cabin was 
torn from the hulland floated down stream 
with many of the passengers and crew 
clinging to it and shouting loudly for succor, 
The hull floated toward the Fifth 
3 wharf where it soon sank 

some twenty feet of water, 
— before the steamer struck distress 81g · 
nals were given which were answered by the 
harbor boat, Al Martin, and James Pickett of 
the Kenton County Boat Club. The harbor 
boat followed the floating cabin and caught 
it at Riverside, several miles below the city, 
All passengers and crew who were clinging 
to it were at once transferred to the harbor- 
boat and conveyed to the city. Mrs. McLean 
of Pittsburg, one of the passengers, was 
pon by falling freight at the time of the 
crash. 

The Sherlock was eighteen years old, val - 
ued at $20,000 and insured for $12,000. She had 
400 tons of freight, consisting of nails, paper, 
bottled beer, glassware and miscellaneous 
freight.

BURNED A HOLE IN THE CARPET. 


An Acid Said to Be Harmless Leaves a 
Mark in the Postmaster’s Office. 


There is a bare spot in the carpet that cov - 
ers Postmaster Harlow’s office which imme- 
diately attracts the eye on entering the 
room. In front of it is a chair, andthe com- 
Dination of chair and bare spot conveys the 
impression that some one sits inthe chaira 
greater part of the time and shumes his feet. 
“That spot tells a story, said the Post - 
master in answer to a query how it came 
there. He then went on to tell of the Chicago 


Postmaster, who some time ago found a com- 


pany sending a powerful acid in glass bottles 
surrounded with paste board through the 
mails. He forbade it and the makers of the 
compound came to this city. It was not long 
before the bottle was found in the mails and 
Mr. Harlow asked the mailer of the bottles to 
call and see him. The gentleman sending 
them through the mail said the mixture was 
perfectly harmless. It was only an acid used 
for putting on cow’s horns and rotting the 
horn off, thus making more room in shipping 
them and less danger to injury. Postmaster 
Harlow says he asked what were the ingredi- 
ents and the gentieman gave a long and 
scientific dissertation on the mixture during 


which Mr. Harlow fondled the bottle. 
He accidently pulled the cork 
out and the bottle dropped out 


of his hands on to the carpet. The acid 
poured out over an area one foot square and 
the fabric immediately changed color. Are 
you sure it will not injure the carpet?’’ 
asked Mr. Harlow. ‘‘Postive, sir. Not the 
least harm, sir. Child may handle it, sir, as 
wellas a man.’’ Just then a thin vapor 
arose from the spot, and Mr. Harlow called 
for the boy, some ragsand water. The boy 
appeared with the wet rag, and when he 
passed the cloth over the spot he took that 
portion of the carpet touched by the acid 
with it. 

I believe it is injurious,’’ said the owner 
ofthe dehorner compound as he walked out, 
and the mixture goes by express now. Had 
one of the bottles brokenin a mail bag the 
clerks on opening the bag would finda fine 
mess of pulpy letters reduced to that state by 
the acid.

HE SPIED ON CHARLES NOLAND. 


The Case Against Detective Chas. Ben- 
nett Dismissed. 


A nolle prosequi has been entered on the 
docket of the Court of Criminal Correction in 
the case against Charles Bennett. The charge 
was one of acting in the capacity of a private 
detective without having obtained the neces 
sary icense. Behind the court proceeding 
there is an interesting little tale. 

Four years ago Charles T. Noland, 
an ex- member of the State Legis- 
lature and at the time a 
of high standing in st. Louis courts, attained 
to considerable unpleasant prominence 
through an action for divorce brought by hts 
young wife. Noland filed a cross bill, and the 
case was hotly contested on every point. It 
appears that Charles Bennett was employed 
by some person interested in Mrs. Noland’s 
side of the case, to dog Noland’s footsteps in 
order that evidence of a damaging nature 
might possibly be secured for use in court. 
Noland in some way learned of 
the game. He stood the shadowing 
for some time and then swore out a warrant 
charging Bennett with acting as a private de- 
tective without having obtained a license 
from the Board of Police Commissioners, as 
the law required. The case was heard before 
a jury in the Court of Criminal Correction, 
Attorney Thomas B. Harvey sitting as pro- 
visional judge. Bennett was found guilty and 
sentenced to paya fine of $100 and be im- 
prisoned in the city jail for a term of thirt; 
days. 

Through his attorneys the defendant first 
moved for a new trial and then carried the 
case tothe Court of Appeals. Being beaten 
at both points he took the action to the su- 
preme Court of Missouri. Only a short time 
ago the case was reversed and remanded on a 
technical error in the Court’s instructions. 
By this time, however, Noland has left the 
city, and no person appeared to prosecute the 
action. Bennett was, untila year ago, Town

KNOCKED OUT! HIS MAN. 


JIM HALL 18 GIVEN A TRIAL BEFORE 
THE CALIFORNIA CLUB. 


Danny Needham Is Defeated by Jimmy 
Ryan—Progress of the Chicago Billiard 
Tournament—Ben Ali Haggin’s Oareer 
—Sporting News of All Kinds. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—Jim Hall made his 
bow before the California Athletic lub last 
night and he won the admiration of all 
sports. He is a wonder. He stands 6 feet 


2 inches tall and weighs 154 pounds. He was 


matched against Alexander Gregganais, 
the amateur champion middle-weight of 
the coast. Gregganair started in to 
fix things in the first round, but he soon 
found Hall in it with him, and before the first 
round was half over he was knocked groggy 
twice by clever right-hand cross-counters, 
and from that time on the Pacific coast man 
was nowhere. The Australian knocked him 
out in half a round. Hall is by all odds the 
best of his class ever seen in the California 
Athletic Club, bar none. 

The knocking out of Gregganais by Hall in 
such short order will probably give the 
Australian the desired standing with the Oal- 
ifornia Olub, and that organization may 
now be expected to offer a big purse 
for a fight between Hall and Fitzsimmons. 
Greggains isan amateur, who is not known 
at all this side ofthe Rockies, so that his 
defeat by Hall affords no line to people in this 
section of the country whereby to guage the 
Australian. The best of amateurs never class 
with professional pugilists, but no doubt 
Greggains is a sparrer of more than ordinary 
ability for an amateur, or the California 
Club would not have chosen him as an 
adversary forthe Antipodean in order that 
they might judge of the latter’s ability. 
As they selected Gregganias to meet Hall they 
should be willing to stand by the test and 
give the Australian credit for being a first - 
class man. People further East, however, 
will want better evidence of Hall’s pugilistic 
ability before classing him with Fitzsimmons, 
particularly in view of the fact that before 
leaving the colonies the AustraMan was 
bested in an eight-round contest by Billy 
McCarthy, whom the New Zealander whipped 
so easily. Either Hall did not try to win with 
McCarthy or he is no match for Fitzsimmons, 

RYAN DEFEATS NEEDHAM. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 18.—Danny Need- 
ham of St. Paul and Tommy Ryan of Chicago 
fought with four-ounce gloves last night be- 
fore the Twin City Athletic Club fora purse 
of $1,000 and the contest was witnessed by 
fully 1,500 people, who paid $10 apiece for 
the privilege. Needham weighed 137% 
pounds and Ryan 1389 pounds. Charley Kem- 
mic and Australian Smith were the former’s 
seconds, while Billy Myer and George 
Siddons were back of Ryan. Joe Man- 
nix, sporting editor of a local paper, 
was referee. Ryan appeared to have the ad- 
vantage in reach, but Needham seemed to be 
in the better condition. 

In the opening round Needham landed twice 
on Ryan’s stomach and cleverly ducked 
away. Ryan forced matters in the next two 
rounds and landed a couple of hard blows. In 
the fourth round he received a hot one in the 
face. Theseventh and eighth rounds were 
characterized by hot exchanges, and in the 
next four rounds Ryan had things pretty 
much his own way and jabbed his antagonist 
inthe eye severaltimes withthe apparent 
purpose of blinding him. Again in the ff- 
teenth and sixteenth rounds Ryan did some 
telling work and Needham began to display 
signs of distress. He kept on fighting, how- 
ever, and for the greater part of the time 
honors were abouteven. When the sixtieth 
round was concluded neither man had gained 
any decided advantage, though Ryan had ad- 
ministered more punishment than he re- 
ceived. The referee announced that if the 
fight was not ended in the next ten rounds 
he would decide it on its merlis as 
it stood at the end of that time. Need- 
ham landed a heavy swinging right-hander 
on Ryan’s netk inthe sixty-third round, but 
failed to knock out his man. The fight con- 
tinued despite the referee’s announcement 
of what he intended to do,and in the seventy- 
sixth round Ryan knocked Needham down 
several times, the call of time saving the lat - 
ter from being knocked out. Needham’s sec- 
onds carried him to his corner and threw up 
the sponge. The fight lasted five hours and 
five minutes, and while Needham was badly 
punished Ryan escaped without a mark. 

The battle had degenerated intoa mere 
sparring match for many rounds, but the 
President of the club at 2:30a. m. announced 
his intention of making the men fight to a fin- 
ish. Inthe seventy-fifth round the fighting 
was hot and fast, the men doing considerable 
damage. They fought like demons and Ryan 
scored first blood. In the seventy-sixth 
round Ryan landed with hisright hand on 
Needham’s face, knocking him down. As 
soon as he got up Ryan uppercut him repeat- 
edly. Needham going down four times. The 
last time he remained down and was carried 
to his corner, when his second threw up the 
sponge and the Chicago man was declared 
the winner. Pandemonium reigned just be- 
fore the end was reached. 

JOE GODDARD. 

That Joe Goddard, ‘‘The Barrier Cham- 
pion,’’ is a rattling good one admits of no 
dispute now, writes Macon. He made big 
Peter Jackson aslimp as a rag in an eight- 
round contest, and but for the cowardice or 
crookedness of Prof. Wm. Miller, the referee, 
the decision would have been in his favor. 

Now he hasdone up Joe Choyinski in four 
rounds. It is true that Choyinski is not the 
cleverest boxer in the world, but he is, never- 
theless, a good, stiff, young fellow, as game 
as a pebble, and, like Jackson, he had the ad - 
vantage of both height and reach over God- 
dard, who is but 5 feet 8 inches in height and 
very sturdily bullt. No doubt Goddard after 
this victory will turn his face toward this 
country, and when he arrives we will have 
to stir our stumps to find a man to 
cope with him. Perhaps the winner of 
the Corbett-Jackson fight may have to take 
him on. If so, Iwish hima safe deliverance 
—if his name be Jim Corbett. What a fight 
Goddard and Frank Slavin: ought to make! 
By the way, I see that Goddard claims to have 
beaten Slavin in the Antipodes, There are so 
many contradictory stories afloat about Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand fights ana fighters 
that, like angleworms writhing at the bottom 
ofacan, youcan’ttell t’other from which. 
Perhaps the truth will come out in this 
country by and by.

He was his father’s representative in many 
enterprises, some of them of great magni- 
tude. He first came before the public in con- 
nection with the conquest of his father’s 
horse, Tyrant, in the Withers and Belmont 
Stakes at Jerome Park, and of Ben Ali in the 
Kentucky Deby. His father’s immense breed - 
ing interests kept both himself and his son 
closely identified with the turf. At one time 
they had a large and costly stable, but last 
year it was reduced to two horses, which 
become the the acknowledged king and queen 
of the American turf. The victories of Sal- 
vator and Firenzi are well known. 

Mr. Haggin was also interested in stock 
broking, and was for a while the agent fora 
foreign champagne and other fine wines. His 
peculiar name, which was commonly sup- 
posed to denote Oriental origin, was the 
name of a dear friend of his father, Ben All, 
awealthy and influential Turk. It is said 
that the younger Haggin was born near Con- 
stantinople. He was a member of several 
New York clubs and in the regular racing sea- 
son, when in the city, was a constant attend- 
antat the popular race courses. His house 
at No. 10 West Fifty-fourth street is charm- 
ingly furnished and contains a fine library.

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HE LED A DOUBLE LIFE. 


CHARLES ROSMAN ARRESTED FOR HAV- 
ING TWO WIVES. 


He Married a Second Time Under an As- 
sumed Name—The Brothers of HisFirst 
Wife Find Him Out—He Will Be Prose- 
cuted. 


Shortly after 6 o’clock this morning Officers 
Kenny and Ernest of the Third District went 
to the residence at 1226 North Eighth street 
and took Charles Rosman alias Ross out of 
bed. The prisoner was permitted to dress 
and was then taken to the station at Seventh 
and Carr streets. Later in the day a warrant 
was sworn out charging him with bigamy. 

Rosman was bornin Scotland about forty 
years ago. When 28 yearsold he married 
Maggie Orrock in his native land and soon 
after embarked With his bride to seek his 
fortune in America. Four child ren were born 
ofthe union and the couple lived happily. 
Then three of the little ones 
died. The loss seems to have 
soured the husband’s temperament and soon 
after the third child had been laid away he 
disappeared. 

The deserted wife was not left alone. She 
had been accompanied to this country by her 
brother, Edward J. Orrock and her brother- 
in-law, John Nicoll, both of whom lived with 
her at 1588 North Sixteenth street, and con- 
tributed to her support. In January, 1890, it 
was two years since the abandonment, and 
Mrs. Rosman had heard nothing of her errant 
husband. She then brought action 
for a divorce on the ground 
of desertion. Rosman putinan appearance 
and filled a cross Dill. When the case was 
called the court decided that neither party 
had any good ground for divorce and ad- 
vised them to settle their differences and live 
together Again Mrs. Rosman would have 
taken no further action in the matter had it 
not come to her ear that her husband had 
again married. She told her brothers of the 
news and they commenced an _ investi- 
gation. They learned that on Oct. 9, 1890, 
Rosman had taken out a license to wed a 


widow named Mrs. Bridget Gallagher and 


had been married to the woman onthe same 
day by Father McDonald, He had given his 
name to Recorder Hobbs as Charles Ross and 
had been married under that name. With 
his second wife he was found living as Charles 
Ross at 1226 North Eighth street by the irate 
relatives, who shrewdly refrained from re- 
vealing to the miscreant their knowledge of 
his perfidy. 

Complaint was made yesterday to Capt. 


Joyce of the Third District and Officers Kenny 
and Ernest were detailed to make the arrest. 
When takeninto custody Rosman made no 
defense, only insisting that he could not live 
with his first wife,and thought there was 
nothing wrong in marrying again. Mrs. 
Rosman No. 1 has the certificate of her mar 
riage in Scotland, and says she will prosecute 
the case tothe end. Wife No. 2insists that 
she was an innocent party to the crime and 
will probably obtain a divorce atonce. Ros- 
man is yet in custody. 


Tired Paying Rewards. 


During the latter part of January a fox- 
hound valued at $50 disappeared from the 
kennel of Robert J. Rothwell, a fancier at 1005 
North Thirteenth street. He advertised his 
loss and received a postalcard asking how 
much reward he would pay for the return of 
the animal. Instead of answering be placed 
the case in the hands of the police. Soon aft - 
er Detectives Danaher and Freeman of the 
Central District found the dogin the kennel 
of B. B. Williams, a saloon-keeper at 601 South 
Theresa avenue, and a warrant was issued 
charging him with petit larceny. Through 
some mistake the case was dismissed when 
called in the Court of Criminal Correction, 
and to-day Rothwell made complaint to 
Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes in regard to the 
matter.
